That it is now the fame it was at first, without any material Alteration, 
andis therefore of the farne Authority it ever was on all accounts. 


Fir. Then °cis granted us, That the Bible was at ffl given forth from Ged to his 


Church in the Hebrew Tongue, except fome part in Chaldee, it being the Language of the 
People to whom it was delivered 1p Writi 


ngs and thence called Scripture. 

Secondly, Wt cannot be in Reafon denied, That as it was committed to the Church 
at firff; tt was God's will, and his Peoples duty{o to preferwe the {ame without adding to it, or 
altering of it, totheend of the World, Rev. 22.18. Thofe who own that God would | 
have it ftill obferved, muft allow he wou!d have it fiill preferved ; and with thofe who 
witlnot obferve it, we fhall not here contend; and as God would have it preferved, fo 
tisthe Churches duty to keep it pare and perfedé, as he would have it kept by them; 
for to therg are commirted the Oracles of God, Rom. 3-2. cap. 9.4. Pfal. 147, 19, 20. 
Deut. 10. 3,5. bejadged. 2Pet. 1, 20,24, by which they and their Pofterivy are to 
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_ the Integrity of the Hebrew Bible. 


Thirdly, This being the only means, appointed by God, for its Frefervation in 


Purity, is hereupon enquired,

Apd thar nor been Altered sy Accident, was there proved likewile in parr, 
There being proof of any Alceration of it; and itis unmeec to queftion what we 
have peaceably pyicflzd fo long, without Proof, feeing God's Providentiai Care and 
Kindnefs, and the Sinceriry and Fidelity of his Pecple muft be fufpeced wirhou: 
caufe thereby. Andif it hath not beenalrered, neither Defignedly, nor yet by Ac-

could it be altered by the Captivsty of Babilon, becaufe before the Temple was Deftroyed, 
many were carriea into Captivity, among whom was Daniel and Ezekiel the Prophets, and 
many great and wife Menwhe could not be without the Scriptures 3 and all the Captivity of 

Afrael who were difperfed through all Affyria; rhefe all had the Law, yea, the very Sama- 
Mritanes had it abroad, and when the Houfe was deflroyed, the Scrigtures were Difperfed or 
Yporead abroad through all Babilon, and conld not be aksered by the Deftruttion of the Temple,

faysthe Author, All good Wits have not always great Hearts. Men % 
feldom love the Truth fo well as to facrifice their toi, 
A light thame of being miftaken makes Men — ob ry fo 
as to yield to nothing, efpecially when they are rebul tin iicreet. 
and with an infulting Air. “Tis not fo wth refpect to thok 
that are Dead. Death exempts us from all thofe refpectsof De. 
corum, and leaves a full latitude for Reafon and ‘Truth. Then. 
ir can't be fitpected that he turns Critick from a Principle of Jee 
loufiesor any tecret Animofity. Envy againft the Livin change 
its Nature, and becomes a fimple Emulation as to the Dead, 
Men are no longer offended at his Perfon, and look only at hi 
Faults, which they are not obliged to favour. That Chimerical Ho 
nefly of nottroubling the Repofe of the Dead, cannot be carried 
fo far to the prejudice of the Truth, and of the Inftru€ing of the 
Publick, whom it concerns to know the true value of Authors 
If Men fhew any indulgence to Self-Love or blind Affection of 
an Author to his Work, it ceafes with him, and this complacer 
cy Which Men owe to one another, Jafteth not beyond this Lite, 
Mr. de S, Real objects, that’tis unjuft to Attack the Dead who can 
make no more Replies; and that ’tis much more reafonable to 
ineddle with the Living, who in refifting, and in the fire of Con 
tention work wonders, and caft fparks of Light. This reafon 
would be of fome force, could the Combatants keep withia 
bounds,and if the Difputes did not forthwith degenerate into per 
fonal Quarrels, tothe difparagement of Learning, They come 4 
to Injuries wherein the Publick is not concern’d, and they do not” 
fail to make it judg of their Spite. Men are no lefs proudd 
overthrowing their Enemy, than of having Reafon on their fide, 
and the Aggreffor does not think himfelf obliged to Pardon any 
thing thata Natural Paffion can exprefs to be Criticifed upon. 
However itbe, this is another Rule, that the cenfurer fhould 
be very fure that he be not miftaken. Asa Critick, a Man obliges 
himfelf to Reafon, and he muft not venrure on any thing, but 
what he is ready to demonftrate with an Evidence, which pre: 
fenting it felt at firftto the Mind, juftifies what is odious in the 
Cenfure. While the thing remains in fufpenfe, the injury is.oa 
the Cenfurers fide, who has put himfelf in a neceffity of prov: 
ing that his corre€tion is incontrovertible : Orherwife he fhould 
not infult over one that has faid nothing to him, Men, in theap: 
prehention of their common Mifery, owe a mutual forbearant
